He instructed them also in the princi- 
ples of religion, in the ancient and 
modern langmiges, painting, geo- 
graphy, and astronomv. His method 
was simple: lie tauglU them to trace 
the characters of the alphabet, and 
indicated the pronunciation bv the 
movement of the lips und the to'iio-ue 
-i-When they were able to form "^ the 
words^ he showed them the thiiur^ ex- 
pressed. I^(ryond this, De PoncS has 
lefc ns no detail of his proceedings. 
I have drawn but from two works 
both written by Spaniards--Jeati 
laul Bonet and Ramirez tlo Canon. 
In i:48, I met at Paris with another 
Spaniard, named I»ereira, who pre- 
sented several of his pnpils to the 
Academy of Science, and received 
from that society the most flattennf^ 
commendation. I ^vill now relatS 
the circumstance which led me to de- 
vote myself to this most interestino- 
class of my fellow-creatures. While 
walking in Paris one day, when about 
twenty years of age,! suddenly heard 
some screams of terror behind me ; 
and on turning about, I beheld r 
horse, with a gig attached to it c^al 
loping furiously down the street ; and 
at al)out 20 paces before the Imrse 
two young ladies were quietly walkiinr 
without seeming to beat all aware of 
their perilous position. I rushed for- 
wjird, and pulled them lukstily on one 
side ; then shewing them the* spirited 
animal on the very spot where they 
had been but a monrent before, I itsk- 
ied them why thev had not' sooner 
moved out of the way. Whether it 
was the sight of tho danger from 
which they has escai>ed, or the vehe- 
mence of my gestures, 1 know not, 
but they understood my question : 
and while one of them looked with

the ot 

pointed to her ears and mouth*! gi'viti^o- 
me to understood the reason of 1km- 
apparent inadvertence, I accompan- 
ied the two young ladies home, who 
introduced me to their aunt, with 
whom they resided. The old ladv re- 
ceived me kindly, and thanked* me 
warmly for the service I had done 
luM' nieces. It was tlien I determin- 
od to devote myself to the instruction 
of the deaf and dumb, and to trv with 
these yonng and ignorant girls an ex- 
periment that had lon^r been occupy- 
ing my mind— that of substituting 
signs for the articulation of tho voice; 
and thus to unite them by the tie of 
conversation to the rest of \hc wxirld. 
I served my apprenticeship, J tmiv 
say, to these two sisters, and succeedeil 
beyond my most sanguis expecta- 
tion Ujisomirch that the vt>ldest be- 
came a most lovely woman, and mar- 
ne.l M, de Pellegiirdc, the fattier of 
the countess. In the meanwhilo, the 
Bishop of Troves (Bossuet) brought 
me mto his diocese, and aii]>otn'ted 
me a canon of the cathedral. Absorb- 
ed still with the same idea, and now 
iHUterable tocarry it into execution, 
1 deiermined to establish an institu- 
tion for the instruction of deaf-mutes.

I educated him ; and as soon as he 
was capable of communicating his 
idear, he told me that wdien he was 
very little, a yonng and beautiful wo- 
man used to caress him with great 
afifeetion, play with him, and twist 
his long ringlets round her fingers; 
that she wore fine clothes. But one 
night he was put into a carriage with 
a man ; tlnit the carriage rolled on for 
a long time, a very long time, but 
that at last it stopped at a cottage in 
the country ; that he was then strip- 
ped of his clothes, and another 
man took him by the hand, and made 
him ^valk a long way, but always at 
night ; that one night ho was so tired, 
he lay down and fell asleep. It was 
the night I found him, M. lo Comte. 
Here the abbe stopped, as if ex- 
pecting an answer ; but as my father 
did nor, spetik , he went on : *'• As soon 
as the boy gi-ew up a little, I traveled 
about with him, relating his story to 
every one, in the hope of discovering 
his parents. A fortnight ago, being 
in Toulouse, I was crossing a stptare, 
when Joseph, as I have called him, 
became ]nxle and agitated ; his eyes 
wandered eagerly over every object — 
the trees, the houses, the seats, all 
seemed to absorb his attention : he 
then suddenly burst into tears, and 
rushing forward to a large house, he 
caught hold of a rather curiously 
wrought metal ring, which formed 
the handle of the house-bell.

My father desir- 
ed the man, whose name was Bon jot, 
to take care of you ; and ]>romised 
that if you lived, he would send for 
yon in about ten years, and adopt 
you: but that he was determined I 
should be hia heir. In the mean- 
time, he would spread a rei>ort of 
your death. But oh, my dear bro-

Do noi fancy you can hear any 
sound in thi^ way, but make sure be- 
fore you arrive at any decision in the 
matter. All deaf-mutes and semi- 
mutes can feel a few vibratory sounds^ 
but that is of no account, as in order 
to be of pradical value the sounds 
mast be heard so distinctly that tlie 
varied tones of the voice can be recog- 
nized.

In a periodical called the '* Ar- 
chives of Otology," we find a couple of 
articles on the Au liphone and Denta- 
phone; and since there has been 
quite a diversity of opinion concern- 
ing the merits of the Audiphone 
among those who have had every oji- 
portuuity for testing it, we think it 
would be well to give the conclusions 
arrived at from a theoretical stand- 
point, as well as those determined 
from scientific and practical experi- 
ments. 

The writer of the first article is 
Charles S. Turnbull, M.D., of Phila- 
delphia. 

Dr. Tnmbull gives a description of 
the aadiph^»ne, which it is quite un- 
necessary here to repeat, as all of our 
readers have heard of or seen the fan- 
like sheet of vulcanized rubber which, 
with a simple cord attachment for 
curving it, makes np the instrument 
It has hitherto been believed that 
those who are partially deaf could be 
benefited by the audiphone; but 
Dn Turnbull sUtes that partially deaf 
persons, from whatever caupe, as a 
rale, derive no benefit from the appli- 
cation of the audiphone. The cases 
wherein it has proved most success- 
ful, are those in which the ability to 
hear loud sound» through the ear i» 
reduced to a minimum. Dr. Turn 
bull says that the instrument will no 
doubt lie found useful in teaching 
children by Bflls system of visibb 
sj^ech, and thinks that the inventor 
is entitled to great praise, not only 
for the novel invention, but for its 
novel application. 

His comments on the dentapbone 
partake of the same spirit He con- 
siders the dentaphone a more ingeui- 
otts and bandy a|)plication, and says 
it will be found useful for precisely 
th«^ saruo class of CAses ^^ the audi- 
phone. 

The other article, in the next nam 

ber of the same periodical, by Dr. H. 
Knapp, of New York, leads off as fob 

lows : 

*^The extravagant expectations 
which tbe fanciful announcements of 
tlie ^marvelous invention of the audi 
phone' had awakened in the minds of 
both phynicians and patients, have 
•oon and sadly been disappointed." 

Dr. Knapp says that only two 
classes of persons can be benefited 
by tbe audiphone, namely, those who 
can hear loud words spoken near the 
bead but not through a bearing-trum 
pet, and those to whom tbe sounds of 
words throut^h a trumpet are so dis^ 
agreeable that they prefer to dispense 

with it

An egg may als(» \m a symb )1 
of the resurrection ; inasmucii as tlu^ 
young bird comes to the light of day 
breaking tlie marble walls td' its pris- 
on, as Christ broke from the tomb on 
the firnt Easter morning. The use of 
flowers in the d(»coration of churcheH 
is alHO symbolical of tho resurrection. 
As (he cold, i(^y winter does not de- 
stroy tho plant, but only kee[)S it 
seeujingly dead, HO the chill of death 
does not dtrntroy the soul ; but as 
surely as spring brings the flowers 
hack to the earih, just as surely will 
the dead come to life and immortality. 

** Tho old English custom of iday- 
ing ball on E ister-tlay, even tho wo- 
men tjugaging in tho sport, can not 
bo <'xphnned except as an expression 
of tho joy attendant on that day. 

" Tho last part of the letcnre was

Le<\ a former pupil and the 
present prefect of the Boys' Depart- 
ment, Miss Garrett, teacher of articu- 
latioU, ami the Assistant Matron, 
Miss Briggs. Other friends of the 
Institution were also invited to go 
along. The pupils who went with 
tiim to exhibit, wi^ny th<> Missos Foloy, 
Annis, Anderson. LrfHer, Hrooks and 
DonneUy, and Messrs. Hagy, Man- 
ning, Bowers, lluth, HpicUler, Weid- 
ner ami myself. 

At noon, we left hero for ilio place 
desigjiated, and arrived there at 
4: 3d in tin* afternoon.

In less 
than half a century, the marshy land, 
covered with meadow grass, has j^iven 
place to splendor ami magnificence 
which is unrivalled on this continent. 
The old Instituti(m forms one of the 
buildings of Columbia College at the 
present day.

In Rochester yesterday, a mute, giv- 
ing his name as*^ J. M. 1\ Davis, and 
a woman who claimed to be bis wife, 
were arrested on a suspicion of having 
abducted a unite girl named Nettie 
Lothridge, aged 10, from Buffalo, with 
the intention to take her to New York 
for nnworthy purpose's. Ward L. 
Sutherland, a teacher in tbe Rochester 
mute asylum, was informed of the fact 
by a letter from ButYalo yesterday. 
The accused parties, when taken to 
the police station, declared that they 
had just came from Chicago, where 
Davis had been working at the print- 
ers trade as '"Dummy" Davis, that 
they found Miss Lothridge in Buffalo 
working for a iiiute family, but receiv- 
ing no pay for ber labor, and they 
took pity on her and <.vlTered to take 
her to New York, where she bad re- 
latives. Davis wrote on a slip of 
paper as though righteously indig- 
nant, ** She is as innocent as a baby, 
and any person who says I have tho 
least intention to ruin ber is a liar.'' 
As the girl vvMoted to go with them, 
there was nothing that would warrant 
the otHcials in detaining her. The 
trio were allowed to continue their 
journey. The letter above alluded to 
charged that Davis was an ex-convict, 
having served a term in prison for

Ife refused a binhoiiric offered bim by 
C.iniiual Flcury, in rcrurn for some 
personal ser vires rendered by bis fa- 
iher. It was, as lias been related in this 
Htory, the sight of these two lovely 
young girls, that determined him to 
devote himself to tfie instruction of 
the deaf and dumb — an art of which 
he derived the first idea from reading 
a Spanish treaiise on the 8ubj(»ct. 
The Abbe de rE[>ee^ however, baii 
the merit of bringing the art int(» 
more general use, extending its advan- 
tages, and having it made the o!)j<>ct 
of a national institution. He waH 
eiitbuHiastic in the pursuit he Imd 
undertaken. From his father, he 
inherited a small t»roperty, nearly the 
wljole of which he expended on his 
fuipils ; be lived in the midst of them, 
like a father stirrounded by bi-f chil- 
'dren. He died on the 13ih of N(jvcm- 
her, 1?H2, at the age of seventy yearn. 
The Afibe de FEpee was undonhtedly 
(Hie of the greatest benefactors of 
matikind. He was the author of 
an account of the cure of Marianne 
Pegalle, and an elementary treatise 
on the instruction of the deaf and 
dumb.

It is junt poHwdibi 
that he is an bono«t be^fgar, if tliere 
is such a thinj^. but his looks, his 
activity, hin ftttjil n/ ountiUance and 
liis profe«^8ional air, as well as the em- 
pha*-is put npon the fact of his being 
Deaf and DtJMB, and unable to Heak 
f»r Hfkak, all suj^'^ehteri the idea that 
he was not so nrndij as appearerl on 
the face of the card.

I 
never liejir the hiHsing sound in the 
human voice, couKctpient ly not know- 
ing of the existence of that sound, J 
grew up to manhood without ever 
making it in my hpeech. A poytion 
of the (*onBonantf< 1 never hear, yet 1 
can hear all the vowels. 1 nevei' 
could di.stingui.^h the dilTerencc bo 
t ween the hard sound of the lettx?r 
's'and the soft sound, ccuisequently 
I frcfpiently mix these soiiinls in a 
Had manner. It is the siimc with the 
.soft and hard sound of the letter *g.' 
It was oidy by accident, after my 
marriage, tinit I discovered tlie exis- 
teuce of the hi.s.sing sound in the 
human voice. I was tlicu taught 
ai hiliMiily how to make it, but I ncjver 
hear it in my own voice, couHcquent- 
iy 1 frequenily mis.-i making that 
sound in my speech wirhout knowing 
it. Owing to its having Ijecome 
second nature to me to omit the 
rtonnd of the letter ' s,' when I do 
make it I labor in doing so, which in 
a great measun) gives my proiiuncia- 
t.ion th(i pficuliarity itiias. There aj'c 
words wiiich 1 jn'onouncc literally ac- 
cording to the spelling, which giv<'S 
an additional peculiarity to my 
spcecli. Fyr instance, J uscjd to pro- 
nounce the word * ))arochiar just as 
it is spelletl until I was correctrul, 
when 1 now pronounce it * par(»kial.' 
1 cannot bear the dJTerencc between 
the sounds *ch and *k'when cm- 
hod ied in a word. All these exjim- 
plcil will give an idea how it is that 
my peculiar deafness affects my 
spct'ch, r>cf(U'C I wan taught to make 
tlie hissing sound, my j)ronuuciation 
Hounded tfio same to everybody titat 
theirs did to mc I Ahouf. a rjuarter 
of the sounds in the human voice 1 
never hear, and I have to watch the 
motion of the lips, and be governed 
by the sense of the remarks in order 
to uuders.iand what is said to me. I 
have walked by the sido of a pf)l ice- 
man, g^i^^y^i, home at night, and hcen 
him blow his .whi.^thi, and J U(^\iM' 
could hear it, although it could be 
heard by others half a mile away. 
I never bear the upper notes of a 
jiiatio, vied in and other mnsical in- 
rtrumeutH, although I would bear 
all the lower note-j. 1 can hear low 
conver.-^ation, but cannot as a ii^(i\\vn\\ 
rule undcrslatul a pul>lic speaker in a 
hall. Now you will underrtt.and how 
it is that, my impediment of speech 
is owing entirely t,o my extraor- 
dinary heariiig. i have consuhedthe 
most eminent surgecms, physicians 
and aurints iu the country in regard 
to my bearing, and they all tell me 
that there is not another case like it 
in the book.

Experience teaches that in all 
charitablo entcrju'ises of this na.ture 
the means for benefit ing the un- 
fortunate classes must first Ix? provid- 
ed, htd'ore the uumhor willing toavai' 
themselv(\s of the fa,ciliiies jifbu'ded 
cair be definitely ascertamed. \\\\\. 
if not a single additional pupil were 
a,wa.iting admission, and if scores of 
others would not bo invited to come 
in as soon as they bhw r(»oni f(U' their 
a(;comrnoda.t ion, the Legislature can 
niak(? no mistake in aiding tho trus 
lees to the extent desired, simjily be- 
cause now huildings are reipiired for 
tJio proper inst r net-ion of tlioHc now 
under their cluirge. Thoy are in ])os- 
session of ten acres of land (Ui the 
Pennsy]va.nia llailroad, just outHide 
the cit,y limits, worth *;io,(K)0, have 
$17, (job iu money and ti^JM) iu re- 
liable subFcriptious, and ))ledgo thom- 
scjIvos to_ raise Jj^tKOOO morc! if tho 
fiCgislatun; will give tho aid asked. 
This is certainly a just and reason- 
able rctpiest, and it is lujped that the 
bill will jiass. The members from 
the \V(;steru (lountios arc^ all intercisl- 
(;d in it, and if they make tho effort 
fhey can secure tho appropriation. 
Ther(i ought to bo no opposition to it 
from any (juurter.
